THIS arresting ^wo- storey construction of brick, 
Corey GuHey stone, and slate storids high on o 
slope or Eden Hilfe, o coastal suburb of Adelaide, 
ar>d, olthough surrounded by houses, cojnnmQr>ds 
pcnoromic views ir* all directions and con be seen 
frorn three miles away. 

It wos built in 1961 for Mrs. Nodio 
Chwokzyk^ orKj wos designed by Russ ion -born 
Mrs. Alexondra Sudio, who considers ir the most 
unusual house she has designed since she storted 
pfoctis^r^g orchitecture (she obtoined her diploma 
ond degree in architecture ot the University of 
Kharkov m Russio in 1939}. She cioims to have 
been inspired to build the hou5£ "like o ship 
sailing over the woves" by the nearby seo ond the 
scudding clouds. 

A V'^^Qped pottem in the stone wall at the 
front of the house is there to suggest the reflection 
of o ship in woter. 

The top storey of the house, which is larger 
thon the ground floor, is supported both bock arui 
front by concrete pillars of on extroordtnory 
design, which, soys Mrs. Sudio, "represent the 
ocean woves keeping the ship of loot.'* The fan- 
tasy of the waves is not onfy for decoration; it 
hos the double function of providing support for 
the top storey ond also the sides of the cacport, 
which is well sheltered by the overhor^ of the 
sundeck obove. 

A cone-shaped swimrning-pool pFonned for 
the bock gorden hos not yet been built, and the 
roof of the house differs from the originol pi on. 
The curved roof originaOy suggested was oban- 
dooed becouse of cost and o skfllion roof with a 
wide foscio used instead. The foscio, which is 2ft. 
9in, deep, is mode of marine plywood — yet one 
rnore feoture reminiscent of o ship ot seo. 



Fronn the side windows ond the back and hont 
sundecks of her home. Mis. ChwoPc^yk hos o 360- 
degree — or full circle — view of the londscape 
and the sea. The front of the top floor poirrts 
south-west toward the sea. Seven- eightl% of the 
width of the shaped wall consists of 8ft. high 
floor- level windo¥fs, which continue olong almost 
the entire length of the north-v^ side of the 
house. The views from front ond north-west side 
toke in the southern suburbs, the coost, ond the 
stjburbs sp read i rig from the coost to the Adelaide 
Hills. From the bock sundeck ond south-east win- 
dows (or just from tfie sundeck olone) the view 
corisists of the rerrrainder of the full circle — from 
the Adetoide Hills bock to the southern suburbs 
ond the coost. 

The morn entronce to the house is via steps 
ond o terrace leoding To c gloss door in the north- 
west wall. Here, as in ether parts of the house, 
door ond window fromes ore of "invisible" olu- 
miriium, 

On the top floor ore only three woHed rooms 
— a lavatory^ a guest-room, ond the kitchen. The 
rest of the 48ft. by 25ft > floor space is o dining 
oreo^ television viewing and living oreo. The 
dining Oreo, which is between the guest-room and 
the kitchen, is sectioned off by contoured floor 
ond ceiling. With its goW wall, deep crimson floor- 
rugs, otkJ red lompshode it mokes o glowing, 
colorful comer. 

In the daytime tfie great expanse of windows 
on the top floor gives an open, free feeling; whilst 
or night you feel you ore under the stars: Mrs. 
Sudio has set smalf, opa<|ue lights in the celling 
in the form of the Big Bear and Little Bear con- 
stellations — which con be seen only in the 
rHJrthcrn hemisphere.
